Tfie New Jerusalem Play¬ 
ers may sound like the name 
of an Israeli basketball 
team, but it isn’t. They’re a 
gro-p of Jews for Jesus 
evangelists who will be at 
Bethany Church in Sierra 
Madre on January 8., at 6:30 
p.m. to present the Gospel 
message through drama, 

“Using dirama to convey a 
message from God is nothing 
new,” maintains Jh’an Mos- 
koavitz, leader of the group. 
"Back in Bible times, pro- 
pliets like Isaiah, Jeremiah 
and Hosea used forms of 
drama to speak to the people 
of Israel. Today, the New 
Jerusalem Players oise tire 
dramatic medium to tell 
others that it’s posible to be 
Jewish and believe in Jesus.” 

The Ndw Jerusalem Play¬ 
ers ^re one of three Jews for 
Jesus Mobile Evangelist i c 
Teams that tour the United 
States and overseas to share 
the message about Jesus, the 
Jewish Messiah. ‘Our travels 
take us to college eampuses, 
old-age homes, shoppi n g 
malls —anywhere there are 
people interested in knowing 
about Jesus,” says Mosko- 
witz. Jh’an is from the Bronx 
in New York, the son of re¬ 
fugees from Nazi Germany. 
“I learned at an early age 
W’hat it means to be a Jew,” 
he says. “Many in my fam¬ 
ily lost their lives during 
the Holocaust and, for me, 
that meant committing my¬ 
self to the survival of my 
people. Some would tell me 
that because of this persecu¬ 
tion, I shouldn’t believe in 
Jesus. But I’ve found that it 
is because of Jesus that I am 
able to forgive others and 
appreciate my heritage.” Mr. 
Moskowitz is a graduate of 
Long Island University and 
Simpson College In San 
Francisco. 

Jh’an’s wife, Melissa, is 
also a native New Yorker. 
The Moskowitz’s were mar¬ 
ried in a Hebrew Christian 


ceremony in 1976. Mrs. Mos¬ 
kowitz majored in Fine Arts 
at Queens College, a brancJi 
of the City University of New 
York. 

Other members of the team 
are Brian Chernock and Nik¬ 
ki Hevesy. Brian is originally 
from Baltimore where he was 
raised In a traditional Jewish 
home. He graduated from 
Simpson College in San 
Ftancsico in June, 19T7. Nik¬ 
ki, the newest member of 
ttihe teafn, participated in 
the most recent Jews for 
Jesus summer witnessing 
campaign in New York City. 
She studied drama at Santa 
Fe Community College in 
Gainesville, Florida. 

All four young people say 
that the are 100 per cent 
Jewish and 100 per cent 
Christian and that the two 
are not mutually exclusive 
categories. This theme, which 
the subject of most of tlieir 
pervades their drama, is also 
literature which they call

Surprised ? 

Suix*rvisor Kenneth Hahn reports juvenile arrests in 
California have nearly doubled over the past ten years. 

Hahn based his comments on a report by the Bureau 
of Criminal Statistics which indicates 182,715 juvenile de¬ 
linquency arrests were made in 1960 and, by 1976, in¬ 
creased to 353,752. 

Throughout the United States, juvenile crime rates 
have climberl significantly since 1960. The arrc*sted juve¬ 
niles are in the 10 to 20 age group. 

‘‘More than half the arrests for violent crime, such 
as murder, forcible rape, robbery and aggravated assault 
are of persons in tlie 14 to 24 year age group and mostly 
males,” Hahn noted. 

In addition, the amount of time juveniles spend in 
castody has dropped to 26.3 months since the first nine 
montlis of 1977. 

‘‘Juvenile murders increa.sed 8.5 i)er cent In Los 
Angelos during this same period,” Hahn added. 

An overw'holming majority of person in state prison 
have juvenile reo^rds; often a long list of arrests that 
began when the person was only 10 years old. 

In an effort to effect changes in the juvenile ju.stice 
system, sugge.sted legislation is being studied by the 
County Dt'partment of Probation, District Attorney, Chief 
Administrative Office and Juvenile Court after being in- 
.structetl to do so by tlie Board of Sui>ervisors on a motion 
by Hahn. 

The People Must Know

By the time you read this the new Social Security tax 
rai.ses will have been enaefetf by the Congress and signed 
b>- President Carter. These tax raises on both employees 
and employer.-' will amount to $2*27.3 billion over the next 
ten years. To make this ® hit clearer, it is almost more 
than 227,(X)() millions of dollars. Beginning In 1979 thc- 
maximum tax would be $1,071 it will then go up to $3,0-16 
by 1987. A worker making $10,000 a year would pay $610 
In 1979 and $800 in 1987. A worker making $20,000 would 
I>ay $1,220 in 1979 and $1,420 in 1987. The employer would 
also pay like ammintf. each year. 

This tax increase alone is more than the entire Fc*d 
eral budged was for the year of $1971, which was tlien 
$210.65 billion. If you .spent $1 million a day until you 
had spent the $2ir7.3 billion, it would take you 625 years. 

■It cxx'Urs to me that employers will have to raise 
the prices on all the products they .sell to txmsumer.s, 
which will incTease inflation. It also appears as if it will 
be much harder for the average worker to pay his bills, 
pay his rent or make payments on his home. These raises 
will be on top erf the pre*sent social security i>ayifient.s 
and a new' $50 a month hike, will reefuev take home 
pay by $50 a month. It will certainly force rent rai.s«!s. 

On top of a ten |)er cent ral.se in salary our state leg¬ 
islators will get ani'Oier $40 per day tax free expen.ic 
money. This is based on a living cost erf $21 a day for 
Icxiging, $3 for breaklast, $5 for lunch. $8 for dinner 
and $3 for Incidentals. These legislators' expen.ses will 
now coed the taxpayers million a year. 

Perhajw this is why Speaker Leo .Me Carthy of ih-* 
A8.s»*mbly calls the one per cent property tax llmltatinn 
amendment a "disaster.” Some of this lush spemding 
will he cut down when the one j)er cent amendment 
pa.sses. 

The other ixilltical "cry” is whc*re is government going 
to gt‘t the money to replaci? tlie jiroperty tax reduction? 
The real Cfuestion, and one the politician newer asks is, 
where are the taxpayers going to get the money to pay 
exhorbltant taxc>s? Mo.st politicians are not liothered one 
bit about the tax "cfi.sa.ster” on taxpayers that has been 
going ,in for five years. Their motto is "the public be 
damned."

Another Try! 


I»s Angeles County citizens' property tax bills can 
be cut In half if the State Legislature would immediately 
rem<»ve the burden of welfare atvl schools from the homo- 
owTier tax bills, Supervi.sor Kenneth Hahn asserts. 

Tlu‘ state presently has a $2 billion surplus. 

County Supervi.sors have adopted Hahn’s motion to 
i-cquc-st Governor Edmund G. Brown, Jr. to call a .special 
session of the legistature Immediately for the purpo.se of 
adopting projierty tax re-form legislation. 

‘‘E\-en though the holiday sea.sim is approaching and 
the legislature is scheduled to reconvene in January, the 
need for pmperty tax reform has become an urgent nc>ce.s- 
sity — as evidencied by the one million signatures for 
the Jarvis Amendment,” Hahn said. 

‘‘The Jarvis Amerkdment signatures that have been 
filed is an acrtlon which Indicates the public is demanding 
tax reform,” he adled. 

All citlcss and the 95 school districts in the county 
presently are in the proce.s.s of preparing the 1978-79 
budget. . 

Legislation, clevelopc-d as a result of a special sc-ssion 
of the legislature, takc-s effect on the 91st day after live 
law is passed unlc-ss a special session is called, the earliest 
legislation that could take effect would bo Januai'y, 1979, 
Ilahn explained, 

A .si)cc?dy legislative solution to the problem of over¬ 
whelming |>roix'rfy taxc-s needs to be- made so the gover¬ 
ning bodies from school boarcLs, cities and cunties, will 
bo able to better prepare in adopting their buclgets, he 
believes. 

"On Dc-ceniber 7, 1976, tire Boaref of Su{)ervLsors, on 
my motion, adopted a resolution lurging the legislature 
and the Government to make pn>i>erty tax reform their 
numl>er one priority,” Hahn said. 

On Mar-cli 8, 1977, the Board of Supervisors adopted 
a motion requesting a special ses-sion of the legislature 
be called for the purpose of aciopting proirerty tax reform 
legi.slatibn and asking the Assembly, the Senate and the 
Governor to consider the following three proposals; 

— Increase the home-owners’ property tax exemption 
to incliucie the first $25,000 of market value. 

— Remove welfare from the property tax, an action 
vvhioh would save Los Angeles County taxpayers more 
than $294 million per year for administration.

If you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services ar e free, as explained above. If the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge. 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or refiled during the year 1972 will expire 
on December 31, 1977. If you filed your statement during 1972, Californio law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1977. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1972 

statement, the law also requires that the ne w statement be published in a legally qualified 

newspaper. The law provides that "the news paper selected for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one rtat circulates in the are a where the business is to be conducted."

The mind-manipulators are 
using every trick to make 
you think the Panamanians 
want us out of Panama. 
They have even now stooped 
to “racism," portraying the 
Panarrunaian Negro as being 
deprived because of our pre¬ 
sence. Don’t succumb — it Is 
a snare and a delusion. 

A remarkable report came 
from Panama City last May, 
by Ronald Yates of the 
Knights News Service, who 
said: “Incredibly — and in 
spite o^ an almost daily diet 
of government-inspired anti- 
American rhetoric in the 
Panamaniain press — the 
poor and the unemployed of 
Panama say they are not 
ready to nun Americans out 
of Panama but rather are 
prepared to fight to keep the 
canal in United St a t e s’ 
hands.” 

Among the Panamanians 
Yates interviewed was Mario 
Jaramillo, who lives in a 
slum sarcastically called 
Hollywood. He said this: 
‘‘All of us here in Hollywood 
would fight for America to 
keep the canal in American 
hands. You see, the only 
people in Panama who have 
ever given the United States 
trouble are Communists, rich 
university students, and par¬ 
asitic intellectuals who live 
off the blood and sweat ot 
people like us.
